The difference between the large export ty England and the 
etal! amoont whith goes to the dontinent, the very last on the 
list, is striking, England, however, acts here only as middle- 
man, selling extensively agnin to the continent, Which amcoored- 
ligly buys at second, or taither third, lind.

Bit the arable ldnd doe not form the only rexiures of the 
country, little regarded o& it has unfortunately hitherta heen. 
There isanotherand doubtless tot less valmible property in Ue 
Hiieral riches now slumbering beneath the ground. 

The islands yield pit-coal, iron, gold, silver, copper, ete, for 
the most partof good quality; and recently petrolenm has been 
etruck, Carefal and expert explorations hayeseveral tinses born 
widertuken by enginters, pot never to the extent tecessary try 
tart lucrative mining, nor yet over a sullicienily extuneive aren, 
The former “Sineapector general de tontes,” Dow Jose Centena, 
and Den Antonio Hernpandex are deserving of apecial mention 
for thele work In this direetlon. 

Coal is probably aprond over the whole archipelago, Tt was 
firat disctovervd in 1827, In the island of Cela: then in Negros 
find Mindanie; on theishind of Laven, in Camarines and Albay, 
and in many other islamts, The wealth thous appears abot 
Tnexhnwetible.

thus a permanent supply of fuel, if properly eed. Tn aadelition 
to this. there is often water-power lu the neighborhood which 
vould be profitably utilized, In the above-mentioned provinces 
Canteno diseoverel Inne mioksees of alridet pire mignetio iron 
oxiile (hilerri oxiidialakea tingriebind, cil Dir ). After what link 
hidn Aaid albwee, it le not aurprisiig that here also there has

Ina small way it hae been extracted by the natives for teiy 
yours In certain places, particularly in Luson, Tt is towne ie 
stratified and di creeks, from which the natives prefer to waeh 
it. The best known sources vre in Camarines Norte, the moun 
tains of Mambulao, Maraeale, and Labo aod the northern spure 
of the Carnhallo mountains. Afluvial gold is said to exist 
largely in Nuevn Keijn, near the village of Gapot, Tn Taya 
the metal is found in the mountains in the neighborhood of the 
Villave of Antimoanon. Tn Mindanao, where gold hue Hkewine 
heen discovered, itis believed to be present in purticularly, pro! 
ltable qimiititie:, Mindoro, Panny. as well as some other small 
islands, are alag places where the precious metal has beer found. 

Tt how remains to jaquire mote the question whether It would 
pi to work gold mines at all, for os vel, at all events, no post 
tive proof like hewn furnished of gold mines being profitable, 
although curing the last fow yeor the subject has heen inyuch 
(iseaesed, In TS the Mambulae Gold Mining Syndicate was: 
formed in London, engineers were sent out, ancl workings were 
actin y conmenced in Mamtaln, Diffienliios, liowevrer, arose, 
the principal one no doubt being that a large part of the shares 
were not allotted, and the working capital was therelore too 
doll. Tr generd, the participators spacolated on the achvean- 
tageous sale of a part of thelr toncession and the starting af a 
limitel-Tability company, Something of a gold fever broke out 
iW Manila, and on oll sides vonpessions were aeyoired by Ei 
tlishinen, sore Germans, aid Swi, Not one of thee cones 
sine, liowiver, sectned the result of a sound dina fee project. 
The object in view was always the promotion of companies and 
disposal of the concession ata good profit, lenving all the mak 
to the sharchelders. Ut is not inpossihle that this woold actu- 
cally in some cuoses have tuken place, and that itwould have 
wen followed by a speeniotion in #hares similor to thaton a 
former oorasion in Singapore anid Hongkong, te the detriment 
of general tride. The rebellion of 1596 fortunately put ao end 
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to xpecuiation, European capital for such purperes was net to 
he found during the disturbaners, nod methodicnl working in 
AiG province was equally tmpossible, quite apart from the

That aonpennd other such articles of popular use are maint 
fractured, ft is searcely necessary to state, There are olso three 
Hithographic ttublishiments, owned by Goermats. 

Besides the Halivag industry above referred to, the natives

and pita, the fibers of the pineapple leaf Mifia-cloth emlroid- 
ory is olson domestic industry. These articles cla not enter at 
ail into the export trade today, but they may certainly be ex- 
pected to do so before long, the more soif the industry continues 

to advance aa it has dane during the past year or so, 04 reyaurds 

not only the fabrica thempelves, but also the designs and colors. 
Some course hemp textiles have already heen exported within 
the lust fow years, The finer hemp andl hempouwned silk fabrics, 
though much priged by ladies for dressmaking, have not yet 
ontersl inte the tradé, not living so far found favor with the 
Diriaian costuiners: A mest interesting display of the produce 
of the Philippines was made at the exhibition (Exposicton Tee 
giorint de Filipinns) which was held nt Manila by the government 
rn TS, 

lt is certain that the Philippines, whose future is alrowidy 
assiired by their mineral wealth, will play a part in the industry 
of the coming years equal to, if dob surpassing, that of Japan.

The pee of the Plilippines is likewise extremely 
favorable for the west coast of Ameren, and Manila should he 
thé natural mart of eastern Asia.

In 1785 the Real Compafiia de Filipitins (Royal Company of 
the Philippines} wae started, having its sent in Cudiz and with 
aenpital of 87,044),000, This eotipuuny thore oF less nionopolieed 
the whole tride until, on August 15, 1789, .0 deurne was issued 
permitting Kuropean veeseld to itiport Asinn produce and to 
export only aveli Spanish, Philippine, and American produce 
as the compu Gia bod bimported. A second deeres, chited October 
14, 1808, deprived the compadiia of still Turther privileges and 
declared the harbor of Manila open to all nations, Certain 
rights, however, the compafiia still rvtained, In 1814 abeolube 
liberty of trade was allowed to the whole worll, As the result 
of the introduction of the new Codigo de Comercio, July 15, 
1843, the privileges of the compafia eased altogether in re 
A. year later the exportation of manufactured tobaceo and cigars 
was also permitted, | 

Until the close of the last cantury (1792) foreigners wore tot 
allowed tasetile in Manila (although La Porouse, 1787 mentions 
the Freeh merchant Sebit in eoinection with that town). As 
soon a6 the permission was granted the first foreign houses were 
‘established, and the number tins continually increased, so that 
today the external trade is almost exclusively in foreign hands. 
The yeer 154] saw the estnblish mont of the Banco Eepafiol 
Filipina; but by renson of bureaucratic formalities anil the strict 
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limite inposed, transactions were mach impeded. Et is only 
inninnt vears that matters have improved, rendering a fairand 
easy banking business posible Up to 1880 and still Later bank- 
ine tronswctions were therefore done alnyadt wholly through tye 
large Amerioun houses. Today we Gnd Weanches of the Chur- 
tere] Bank‘of Indin, Australia and Chinon gud of the Hoanjgkorg 
& Shanghiat Bahking Corporation doing the prhucipal business. 

The comsulado, established in 1772 and removed on January 
1, IS, armed the Junta de Comercio, founded on January 1, 
1885, have done practically nothing at all for teade and ship 
ping. The export and import trade, os alrendy remarked, lies 
alii ox clusively in the hands ol fureiweners, principally English, 
Germans, and Swiss, The retail and intermediate trade ia done 
by the Chinese, The Spanch, im acidition to the Compatiia 
General de Tabaeos de Filipinas, which, however, pags leit a 
small dividend, nnd nome inland traders, own a nomber uf pre. 
Vision stores dnd of iillinery shops for town costumes, 

Tow greatly the trade done by foreigners airpasees that of the 
Spanish ie eon from the aeoutn painVving inhles, civine the external 
shipping trade and tolls, Sivoo 7806 there lias been io American 
house in Manila. 

The trafic between Mantle and the provinces iz carried on 
mostly hy menns of 25 steamers and o laree number of smaller 
Hailing vewele. The sole milway runs from Manila to Dagupan, 
the port of Panuadinan, «a rieegrowing provinces on the west 
entof Lagen, an the Gulf of Lingayer. The only lune line 
of ships touching av Manila le the Compatia Transatlanticn, 
from: Barcelona to. Manila, whieh, however, ales lias Liverpool 
AG ahi ppiig port, os the steumners would otherwise scurcely be 
able slWwaye to stcure a full oairgo. The cliief profits of the line 
are no donbt earned fron the enorniens transport to amd fro of 
officials and soldiers: in nearly every ships all bertheare ooeu- 
pied. There is a brisk trade done with Hongkong through four 
of five steamers thier the Britiah flag, for the larzest part.of the 
goods goes eit Hongkong, bettig trnashipped, A steamer rune 
te Singapore, weoting the French mail stenmer, boy which the 
principal Evropean postal trattie is carried on. 

Despite the fret that the forsion fag was everywhore at a 
dimadtantaye ntul the Spanish, on the contrary, privileged, the 
fortinér has alwave been the one really dominating, Though 
formerly foreign veeela wore obliged to rutin in bollust, they 
névertheless took ontward freight: The privilegw allowed to the 
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Spanish flag remained ivtiet until 1872, and consisted ot that 
time in a redaction of 24 per cent on the oustom-house charges, 
Thia was gradually diminished wvery year by 4 por cent, and in 
the last vear by 10 per cent at once

Since foreigners havy ceased to be handicapped by Spanish 
discriminations, trade has steadily increased, even if not to the 
extent it should; the trade of the Philippines should be twenty 
times what it is todny.

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Up to the seventies both had been inereased more than ten- 
folil, the exports considerably exceeding the impotte. In round 
numbers, the trade for the years 1870, 1875, and 1880 may he 
diate) an follows:

* Far the mest part te Spain fn the manapely, 
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The tohaene monopoly, with wll ita hearlles severity and im- 
posts, was introduced in 1781, under the governor Don Joaé 
Vaseu vy Vargas, the governnient, hy no means forthe first time 
finding iteelf in a critical financial condition. The population 
yoessed at what wae coming and opposed the new measure, 
awhich was only earried out by force ofarms. ‘The Law preseribed 
that every native might plant tobacco, but might ouly sell it to 
the government. In the tobacco districts every native had to 
grow a certain number of plants and devote ill his attention to 
them. The collecting of caterpillars was done by women and 
children, jush as it in today. 

This might have heen well endugh had the poople been able 
ta enjoy the fruits of thelr labor; but the worst has atill to be 
suid.

Had the people had security for the 
pavinent of these bonds at an early late the latter woul soon, 
no doubt, have come mnte currency as paper money. But, far 
from thie being eq, no one would have them, knowing that five 
oraix years might pass before they were redeemed. ‘The tobaceo 
planters lived under more miserable conditions than the worst- 
kept slaves, and were glad if come noble philanthropist would 
give them half the value of their certificates, for who could any 
whether the purchaser wae not risking his 50 percent, Fre- 
quently the bonds were practically given owoy. In the cigar 
nuinufaetorics in Manis 00,000 workpeéeonle were omploved. and 
wore always pid inensh: so that their Jot was more enviable 
than thatof the planters, ‘That under this system, in spite of 
the enormous army of officials, a profit of four or five million 
dollars was annually vielded can be easily understood, 

The savior of the unfortunate tobacco planter was one of those 
Spaniards in whom there was still the blood of the hidulgn, the 
infenidant-general Don Joe Jimena Agiw, In his report in 
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1871 he rulentlesely expoeed the condition of affairs under the 
thonopely and strongly advised its abolition, unless the gov- 
ernment wished to destroy tobaecs planting altogether and 
bring about the abwolute rai of the planters, who were living 
In the preatest miley, Furthermore, he showed thatthe neces- 
sary new Loilding iid plant in the factories would pretty well 
abeerk oll the profit of the ensuing year, This very competent 
anid energetie toa could notenrry his wishes inte offect ot the 
time: bot ten vears later. in conjunction with the colonial tin 
ator. Fernando de Leon y Castillo, he wae able te bring about 
the abolition af the monopoly, mad on July 1, 1582. the plan 
tors were fread from their chains. On danuary 1, 1883, the free 
miniutacture of tobaceo was also.allowed. The rate of duty was, 
however, mised, tobacco and cigars paying an expotrtduty, while 
the inmypeort duty wie raised SO) per eet. Ta the fret place, thie 
trensury bonds had to be redeemed, and this was done hy means 
of auetions, whereby $150,000 was redeimed monthly, prece- 
doueo being given to those holders who offered their bonds at 
the lowest rate. The povernment had oven the impudense ti 
deciore that demands for more than SO per cent would not be 
regarded, The first bondholders were ready to take 45 and 4b 
por cent, but it was soon found that a number of balders were 
prepared to take viguroue stops, refusing toaceept less than Si 
percent. This caused the government to hasten the redemp- 
tion, and at the close th had cleared « sum of two atid one-half 
million dollars. 

Since January |, 1883, various elgar factories have teen extah- 
lished, of which, however, only a few turn outa really first-claas 
attics. The ¢ipors manufactured by many Chinese factories 
and in the homes of the natives aro of vory mferior qtality, 

Atww tariff was introduced in 1801, which professed to le 
bad upon dotyeef 20 percent. In reality, however, nearly 
all articles vielderd more, come oven yielding over 100 per cent on 
thoir value, Then there were various wmiditional fees to pay on 
imports, and the export fees were also several times changed.

What the foture may bring to the rich and beautiful Uhilip- 
pine islands it is diffieult tawny. It is, at all events, mny sition 
hope that, this instilar domain may soon blowon forth Late thst 
degree of iraportance to whieh itje by nature wrikitled.

[ower sent their ships ae quickly as possible to Manila bay. 
[twas expected that the quict waters of the capital of the Phil- 
ippines would become in the near future the scene of great 
military vod navel activity, and that many still doubtful ques 
tionsin modern warfare would there find » practical answer, 

It wax only by chance that Germany had at that time a réla- 
tively strong squaclron at hind on the eastern stution, The 
territory acquired in China only a few mouths before had rade 
it Hetesspry to osemible there two erulser divisions, ani as the 
news of the complete annihilation of the Spanish feet heeame 
known, the adiniral of one of these divisiona had to ga down 
from the Chinese and Japnnese dens tothe Philippines, The 
division waa at that time engaged in drill and training in evo.

Oo board the German cruiser Prices Wilhelw we passed fret 
the high and wonderfully situated ishind of Corregidor, which 
commands the two passages inte the interior of the wide bay, 
andon the topoaf which powerful Aierioan fortifications Ey 
he creted in later dive Next the peninsila of Cavite, on our 
right, came nearer dnd nearer pid doon the tops of the mast 
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af the Amerionn fleet behind it beeame visible: not onby theae, 
hut aleo the wrecks of the sunken Spanish ships came into view, 
The vietorious Amerioin feet was atichored on the watery battle- 
fall, nod the spoils of her glorious fighting lay between ber and 
the shore, 

In front, just before the city of Manila, was a erent seiner 
af netitral ships. There were throe German, two Freneli, two. 
Ktiteh, and one Jaynes rianeoewar, while leetweern thet 
were anchored chartered steamers full of refugees of the respect- 
ive nationalitie which Admin. Dewey's homanitarinn warfare 
and broad-mindeiness had allowed to be brought out of the 
hethoged town, the only condition being that the Spanish vessels 
had to fy the Ongs of the respective countries which were re- 
aponeible for their return to the Amvericutt authorities after the 
surrender of (je bow. 

Behind the neutral fleet, whowe sine wie cliinged alnins overy 
day by incoming or outgoing ships, the churches aml lowers of 
Manila, still four mile away, rose one Lv ole ont of the sen, 
nod thon the pole nnd bondine tress atl the Dari boo jungles 
hetame visihle, inclosing, ke another green ocean, tie lower 
hooses wud Iuthdings of the oli} erty: 

Faraway the dolicate blow line of high ranges of hills bor- 
dered this wonderful tropic pictore with its warlike foreground, 
but pence seemed to role everywhereon the beach, The-stearn 
launches of the neutral men-ofwur rushed te and ‘fre, cuITrying 
officers in white, tropical dress whe were making or returning 
calla, Boat drill wae going on, and the virds of the nentral 
ships were hung with the laundry of their crews, 

Stull Vagal sailing boats alongside the mdn-of-war were hir- 
giinine with stoward+ about the pice of frintts acl vegetables, 
Sometiines a vessel Ivlig a stringe atd hitherto unknewn tint 
hor flag crossed the waters of the bay from Cavite te Malabon 
filled with dark men—the Filipinos under ther mew oalors. 

When the moon rose in her full tropical gromdeur over the 
darkening sea, whon the electric lights shone here and there on 
the great iron and ster! structures whith rocked quietly inthe 
phosphorescent waters af the law like big whalie, then Mishel 
cutthe seirch-lHehts ofthe American Heet over from Cavite, then 
could you see also the dark eel fire halle of exploding shelle near 
Malate pol hear the continous crackling of musketry. 

Then you knew that there was war, that ondiher of the Filipina. 
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night attacks was voing om, ond (hat again mien were losing their 
livesin the bambioy jungle: and rice fields round Manila, 
From the refugeo steamers near ty thesound of Spanish goitars 
award over the quiet sea, and silvery clear voices of girls could 
be heardand merry laughter! There they danced their national 
dances, the Andoalusiona and Cnetillana, on the dirty dike of 
the vessels, lighted perhaps by only one smoky ail lamp, while 
officers of the different navies formed the enthusiastic audience 
of the griveful performers, | 
Quite a different pinture wae to be seen in the besieged town, 
Manila, itself, The deep Pasig river. runining down from the 
lirge luke | Lagtna de Bay) to the sea, divides the town Lote two 
puirta, differing ii their inhabitants. their buildings, ther soc in} 
life, ind indeed in almost everything. To the left of the river 
is the old town Intra Murex: ‘This purely Spacieh town is sur- 
rounded by the walls of the fortress and covers a-space of pier 
haps three-quarters-of w mile square. Here the conyuering 
Spaniards firet settled WW) years ago, Masstve stone buildings, 
including the goverument house, the archbishops palace, me- 
nasteries, and eathedrals, line the marrow, dirty streets and 
aytiitesd, inwhieh you meet anureely any rie but monks, soldiers, 
and dark, proud olficials; There ls no modern, quick-runnitig 
life in that mediweal town; there ate no shops, no offices, no 
tride. One-third of oll the buildings are the property of the 
éhateh or of the different orders of monks;and another third is 
dom posed of the government honaes and military establishments, 
Having passed the dark fortress doors and the sleepy sentries 
before them, you feel ina foreign, long-past world, Mere is the 
residence of that adminigtmtion which believer that it iould 
atiil Ihe proms bale in-air time to kepartey a ithe motive peagrualis- 
tion of more than seven millions from all Chit modern culture 
hic] pirenedanerwel. From this place ieiel thoes ominous deerses 
which prohitited the impertation of any hooks or papers for 
the natives which had not the sanction of the church, and did 
not allow the poor man to piso mote than one crop of rice a year 
for his own sudtonunes, even bo prevent his coming to want, 
Tore ‘was settled that division of the whole isiand of Lugen 
between the four eoormously wealthy and powerful orders of 
Augustinians, Dominicans, Franciseana, and Des Récollets, and 
the government could only silently approve euch an arrange 
ment; knowing well that in that country itcould role only by and 
through the omnipotent monks, Like that of mecivval lords,

their rule was wutocratio and abaolute—an iron reine not only 
for the natives but for every governmen} officinl who might 
have dared to crnea the ways of the priestly lords. 

Since the days when the pious Spanish discoverer, holding 
in one hand the aword and tn the other the croes, took jase 
sion of these islands, 300 long yeurs ago, has Jasted thia terrible 
misruliover this urfortanate people, Bit at lost the reaction 
avninet that ticredibly anachronistic aiminiatoation took pli. 
A liiglily wifted voung ‘Thewle, eduented in Europe and having 
gtont posticnl talent, woe oble by his 3ongs and poems to excite 
hia conntryvnian against the Spanish role, and when some years 
ago that tian wes arrested by the government and shot, without 
trinl,on the Luneta in Manila, the Filipinos began their first m- 
surrection againat, the hated priest-government, 

Terrible atrocities were committed at that time on both sides, 
and there was-hord fighting, too; but at lastithe Spanish govern- 
nent succeeded in evercomitig the more open resistance, ot 
the fire wie notestinguished, A seeretaociety, the “ Katipunga,” 
spread it# membership over ihe whole island of Luzon, prepar: 
ing another surprise! The murdered poet had acquired the 
famnie of 2 pational hero aiid martyr, and mysterious tiles were 
told in all the Tagale villages that he lived still in the moun. 
taing in the interior. to ome down at the richt moment to tuke 
the leadershipof his people in the great fight for independence. 
And then the seeond insurrection began. The terrible scenes 
of cruelty were repented, but ngain withont any decisive result, 
A sort of armisticn was arranged at the enc of 1857 between the 
young Tagale leader, Agtinalda,and the Spaniards, and this 
continued wotll the beginnlie of the nacent America-Spanish 
wip ted the eloriourn batth: of Cavite, 

Strange tales, indeed), dheve time-blackened government build- 
int in Toth Motreican tell, They know many things about a 
Nourishing Jopanese colony that existed two hundred veurs 
nav in Manila town. Thirty thousand industrious Japanese 
once filled the eteeet of the old etty, and the best regiments of 
the Spanish government in these olden (inte were composed of 
Japanese worriore, but the narrow-toindedness and intolerance 
of the &panisth rulers drove out the followers of Buddha, The 
Japanese warriors, the Samurats, and the industrious and able 
workmen lait this unfriendly and inhospituble conttry at the 
aims tithe, and that long sleep began whieh wae to end at last 
with the thunder of Admiral Dewey's guns, 
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But we will leave the ok bannted town, It is an unwhole- 
some place, fall of evil spirits anc horrible menrorics: Wewill 
pass the Pasig river, with its resting blockaded ships, and enter 
the rredern citv of Binonde, full ol fife and traffic aud of the 
great Wisiness houses of the white tan, 

The streets are crowded with Spanish voluutarias, who ure 
very conspiounis in thelr swell nyiforms, filling all the tates 
and hewehouwses, The Spatish volunteer seeniel to ie to 
laive quite a different opinion about their military duties froc 
that held bythe Aimericans: ‘The former refised with indigns- 
tidn to de dote in the treneher outside the town, They de 
elarod to the captain-general that they were not willing to do 
auch poor, plain, private-soldiers’ work, and that they preferred 
only to make the “guard routine " in the interiar of the city, 
nad with ald Castilian pride they have done that tiresome, but 
rather safe work. 1 found the petlolice Lagdldines in Binet 
ecenpied by strong detachment: of well-dressed, welloourtshed, 
and well ‘aemed young ten, Who helped themselves through 
the hurdshipe of the wor by plaving cards iid smoking mtu 
merle cigarettes, Weewill leave them to thee innecvnt domps 
inside the town atl walk to the circle of the widely extended 
eohurle of Ermita and Malou, 

The more wewdvance, the more the choracter of the stroote 
changes: No wuecre the crowd of people playing at soliiertng ; 
no more the sy¥taptome of wnthinbled safety. The streets be 
come abkolutely empty ; all the shutters of the houses are ler 
metivally =i wide jeied the whistliag of paasing Mauser bullite 
Hin le iene: sometimes they atrike ie walle of the brick coun 
try hones of the weallhiy Maviila poople with o short, dey tiaise, 
ae pHertormte the isnrally hombeo Wits of the natives. The ouby 
living beings voll ein set airesinall ladies of Spanish renulars, 
wuirching conlesaly to the middle of the enfiladted ronal to the 
i-fatned trenches. “They look laggard and worn out, hat they 
aro brave mer, aed donetecare furwhistling ballots Slleat, doll, 
wil hopeless asare these poor unfortunate privates and their 
subaltern offieers af the frout, they do their duty scrupultiusly. 
For three mouths they hawe lived in the trenches ; they sleep 
there, they eit there, they fight there, and thev are lroried there, 

The Spanish forces are widely extended arotind thee sea boty hes 
of the town if a circle of Sixteen miles no carefally cemulated 
relief service Is ia operation, and oll military porepinrmebiconns: irlvay 
the impression of itprovisations. In the trenches it is still 
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worst: the law ground hax prevented the making of deep ditehes, 
ie Walter appre ata depth of from two to three feet, and so it 
was found neoesary to bring out samd-lage and by other arti- 
ficial means get the necessary height for the covering lireust- 
work, ‘€arelees of the danger from whistling bullel# wre the 
Spanish euldlers Iving in thade miserrtle intremehpmernts ; ape 
thetioevervywhere) no netivity, not evo. the wish or the will to 
Tprove the very imperfect shelter: such was the general inipres- 
alot upon a military expert; and the tropical stn aeiidé down 
ite fiery prrows tothe toarshy Jord, with its nuniberles anvall 
dreelke ond water ditches, nid brews ther the worst enenoy of 
the seldier—sick ness. 

A mershy ground, tropiea) vegetation, jungles of bamboo, aod 
swampy rive fields are the econition of the land that the Span- 
tah military leaders had tedeal with, Thus miedern long-range 
firearms can be used to their full effect only under very nore 
cireninstances. The view is nearly always liinited to a hundred 
vurcly cr lass, and ie never an extolled as to nike the fall ase 
of such arms posible. The artillery is, practically speaking, 
absolutely dependent pom the very Tod poms 5 drivin mere 
the fields, oe in Murigisin of Anioriean battlefields, is aliibet 
impossible. For the same reasons whieh do not allow the use 
of the higher sights of the rifles, the artillery fire con never de- 
velop that overpowering strength which we attribate by it in 
modern warlare, ‘The batteries must therefore anlimber within 
the best range of the rifle sfiats, sq that casualties in the artil- 
ler may Ie cotisidered a4 disproportional to its real effect. 
That cavalry in such a country had to remain nearly always in 
the rear, and that evew reconnalkeainees are in inost eases better 
performed iw infantry, is easily to be woderstood, In brief, the 
charter of the euuniry seems tu be almost ileal for the kind 
af warhre which military men call “guerrilla fighting.” 

Only a very methodical and slow warfare gives relinble and 
ediiluring resulia. Hlock-houses ninat be built from one line tw 
the next, fortified points nust beoonetructed onal) river passages 
and atrategicn! points, if the inhabitants of a large country male 
A sorions aol continied resistunece, 

Spain bad never tiken sich absolutely necessary military 
menstires, aril anlein view of thiv ean it be understood Laat wi ts 
every ‘Taval insurrection the whole interior of the country wi 
in the linnds of the insurgent= nnd Spanish cule was reduced to 
the maintenanee of the seaports round the flunds, 
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The chronie want of money dnd perhaps also of energy, the 
inflnenes of the monks ond friars, who may hive been jelous 
of seein anothor influened than their own established in the 
interior of all these islinds, gives explanation enough of the fet 
that the Spanish role has never been powerful in that country ; 
but « stronger, more energetic, and more gifted race, with un- 
limited financial resources, may do in the Inture all that the 
former masters (niled to dain (lines centeries, 

Ifthe Spanish government was weak from the military point 
of view, it was not less so from the standpoint of diplomacy, in 
the conciliation and real pacifiestion of the Fillpino natives. 

Only eve relivivua order succeeded, with fe incomparable 
knowled#e of the human heart, with ite fie pay cholopgient ard 
diploinatie teans, in being loved and esteemed ty native and 
yoverniniont alike. Df the friars and the various orders of monks 
were hated with all the a of o longoppressed race, the 
refined podree and monsignores of the farnous society of the 
Jesuits, remained ininone from all these: auLTage foelings. They 
hud anderstood that it was not the priest in his teligiqus CH] itt 
city, but the priestly lord, the priestly landowner, who ex- 
cited the Filipinus, and 40 the Jesuits never tried to accumulate 
property in the interior, They built up n magnificent seientitie 
obserrilory, with the most valuable trstrum ents of mstronomy, 
heinnaolopey Hingnetion, and metoorology, They connucted their 
observatory with all ihe ether meteorologionl stations i the far 
east, ond sived by their prompt warnings hundreds of lives 
and millions of dollars; When war times came over the coun 
try thousands of poor, homeless, nod eick Tagale men, women, 
and children found o» home in the wide courts and arcarles 
of the Jesuits’ colleges, They had formed « safeguard of mnis- 
erables for their own -sufety with thiy praiseworthy mercy, 
They could be aure that they would remain anidistarbed in their 
acientific work, although between the fighting lines, The same 
rien that Hved if the refined utmeaphere of the bighest intel- 
lectuality understood the necessity of mercy. The sane acruti- 
nizing eves that rend every morning the tules of the sill-regis- 
toring fnetriments understood alao Hntvan nature and bomen 
hearts, and they Have given to the former rulers of the ister 
a noble lesson. They hivetaught them that there are things 
in the world other than guns; they have tanght then the eter- 
wal truth that science, knowledge, is and shall be power.
